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THE QUEEN’S SPEECH, 


Tox is much fuller. There’s a ruddier 

glow of health in the faces of the new- 
comers. Even statesmen, whose com- 
plexions wax so pallid when the Parliamentary 
| Session wanes, appeared sunny and beaming at 
the reassembling of the Lords and Commons at 
| St. Stephen’s last Tuesday. It is rather a 
| monotonous affair—‘‘ when Greek joins Greek ” 
Ae ‘the flure’’ of Parliament. It is, indeed, 
surprising how the surging froth of public plat- 
forms calms down at Westminster under the 
| placid influence of Ministerial explanations. 


| The Government Programme 
| was summarised concisely in Her Majesty’s 
Speech, read by Royal Commission in the House of 
Peers in the presence of a representative body of 
| both Houses. After chronicling 
' the Treaty of Peace between 
| Turkey and Greece, and refer- 
| ring hopefully to a settlement 
of the Cretan Difficulty, the 
Speech from the Woolsack 
briefly declared that a contin- 
gent of British troops would 
advance to Berber to mect the 
Khalifa’s Soudanese Army, and 
adroitly mentioned the friendly 
treaty with Abyssinia. China 
was left out in the cold—so far 
as the Speech was concerned. 
Help was promised the British 
West Indies, whose failing 
sugar industries have occasioned 
E much loss in the islands.

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It was ‘* Athaliah,”’ the third of the great come 
poser’s sacred works. Written in 1733 for Oxford 
University, it has been quite ignored since. 
Handel evidently did not regard it as a master- 
piece, and in fact used portions of the work in a 
serenata performed at the King’s Theatre in 
honour of the marriage of the Princess Royal to 
the Prince of Orange. Handel's librettist, 
Samuel Humphreys, was one of the dullest dogs 
imaginable in verse. Some of his lines are 
fearful trash; but- occasional choruses in 
** Athaliah ’’ are not unworthy of the great com- 
poser, and have been introduced in the pro- 
grammes of Handel Festivals at the Crystal 
Palace. The oratorio was given by the Handel 
Society, and the performance was interesting as 
a whole, and attracted a large audience, ine 
cluding the Right Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, M.P., 
First Lord of the Treasury, a great admirer of 
the composer, and a Minister who will probably 
find in music that divine harmony and solace he 
fails to secure in the House of Commons. 
Sir Henry Irving 
was sixty years of age last Sunday. Happily, he 
is still in full possession of his great powers, and, 
we trust, may continue to be so for many a 
year to come. Born at Keinton, near Glaston- 
bury, Somersetshire, Feb. 6, 1838, our great 
Actor-Manager was destined as a youth for the 
desk and counting-house, and actually spent 
some months in the office of an East India mer- 
chant. But the ‘ruling passion ” overcame all 
obstacles, and in 1856 he appeared as Orleans in 
“ Richelieu,’” at the Lyceum, Sunderland. Next 
he played at the Theatre Royal, Edinburgh, for 
more than two years, and in 1859 was seen at 
the Princess’s, Oxford Street, then under the 
management of the late Sir Augustus Harris. 
In 1866, after ten hard-working years in the 
provinces, he was engaged at the St. James’s 
Theatre, and when ‘ Formosa” was produced 
at Drury Lane on Aug. 5, 1869, he represented 
the character of Compton Kerr. But his first 
great success was at the Vaudeville, June 4, 
1870, when Mr. Albery’scharming comedy of “The 
Two Roses ’’ was produced. I was present, and 
shall never forget the impression made by his 
wonderful acting as Digby Grant. Great as he 
was in comedy, he achieved a still more remark- 
able success at the Lyceum as Matthias the 
Burgomaster, in ‘‘'The Bells,” that striking play 
adapted from “Le Juif Polonais” of MM. 
Erckmann-Chatrian by the late Mr. Leopold 
Lewis. A more original or powerful Hamlet 
than Irving’s was never seen upon the modern 
stage. It is needless to follow up the brilliant 
career of Sir Henry Irving, who by right of his 
genius, his liberal and artistic treatment of the 
drama, and his personal popularity, iseverywhere 
recognised as the leader and chief of his pro- 
fession. Sir Henry performs

time on the present Saturday, and is to reappear 
with Miss Ellen Terry in ‘‘ Madame Sans-Géne”’ 
and in “The Merchant of Venice” next week ;

It may be 
added that Sir Henry is literally beloved by his 
devoted Company; and his faithful box-office 
keeper, Mr. Joseph Hurst, speaks with gusto of 
the hearty birthday tribute which the Lyceum 
“f supers” paid to “the governor.”

The life of this remarkable woman and 
exquisite poetess has been published this week 
by Messrs. Hurst and Blackett, with portraits 
and facsimiles. The author is Mr. Mackenzie 
Bell, who had most favourable opportunities of 
describing one of the most beautiful writers and 
one of the noblest women of our time. Although 
Christina Georgina Rossctti—to give her full 
name—frequently wrote in a most impassioned 
style, she had schooled herself into a calmness 
and serenity of manner which often surprised 
those who read her delightful poems. Born in 
1830, she displayed poetic gifts at a very early 
age in The Germ, the Pre-Raphaelite mavazine 
and in 1862, her “Goblin Market” was a 
striking success, the poems in this volume being 
still popular. The gifted lady died a little more 
than three years ago, and this pleasant volume 
will help to keep the memory of Christina 
Rossetti fresh for many a year to come.

The Prisoners of the 


Gomme.

WORD, to begin with, about the Com- 
mune, in case there is any reader whose 
notions of what the Cofminune was are 
vague. 

It was, as you all know, the revolt of the 
Parisian mob that followed on the heels of the 
Franco-German War. Exasperated partly by 
privations of the siege, and partly by the 
demands of their landlords for arrears of 
rent, the populace assumed the reins of govern- 
ment, and ruled the city from the middle of 
March until the end of May. Then the troops 
of the line, after skirmishing in the suburbs, 
forced the gates in the name of law and order, 
and spent a week in storming barricades, gradu- 
ally rolling the insurrection back until they 
finally stamped it out at Père Lachaise. 
Throughout that week, fire, pillage, and murder 
were the order of the day. Such is the story of 
the Commune in a nutshell; but this story only 
has to do with a single incident that marked its 
closing hours. I heard it in a café on the Boule- 
vard Rochechouart, at Montmartre. > 

For reasons of my own I was making certain 
enquiries about the Commune, and that is a 
difficult thing todo. Most French people, when 
you ask them about the Commune, dismiss the 
subject, saying that it is too painful to be dis- 
cussed ; but I had been told by those who knew 
their Paris that at this café I should meet people 
who would not object to answer questions. 

And so it happened, and I was only at my 
second ‘‘bock’’ when I střuck an interesting 
vein of reminiscence by the simple means of 
entering into conversation with my neighbour. 

**Do I remember the Commune ?” he repeated, 
with a significant gesture. ‘‘ And why not? 
think I have good reason to remember the 
Commune, seeing that I myself—moi qui vous 
parle—had the misfortune to be one of the 
Commune’s hostages.’’ 

“ But——”’ I began. 

“Most of them, it is true, they murdered. 
There ‘vas the Archbishop, for example, they, 
murdered him. There was the Curé of Rade- 
leine, and there was the President Bonjean : 
they murdered them. They also massacred the 
gendarmes in the Rue Hako. ‘These are old

the sergents de ville ; but es 

“ But,” I repeated, observing that he paused 
for effect. 

“ But the sergents de ville were not willing to 
be murdered.” 

‘ And you yourself? ”’ 

“IT myself, Monsieur—moi qui vous parle—Wwas 
one of the sergents de ville.” _ 2 

He drew himself up proudly as he said it, 
letting the lapel of his overcoat slip back, £0 as 
to show the red ribbon of the Legion of Honour 
in his button-hole. His manner could hardly 
have shown more self-satisfaction if his boast 
had been, “I was the conqueror of Père 
Lachaise.’’ . It was evident that this was a man 
with a story to tell. 

“The Communists locked you up, then ?”’ 
I asked, drawing him on to tell it. . 

“ Yes, Monsieur, they locked me up—they 
locked up several of us—in the prison of La 
Roquette. Does that astonish you, that the 
Communists should have wished to lock up the 
sergents de ville? Revenge is sweet, is it not? 
And there were those among them—even among 
their leaders—whom we had been obliged to 
conduct, at one time or another, to the dépôt. 
Naturally, therefore, when their chance came, 
they locked us up in our turn, calling us their 
hostages ; and naturally, too, the day came when 
they vowed they would murder us because our 
friends, the soldiers of Versailles, were winning 
the battle in the streets. But——”’ 

** But,” I repeated, as before. - 

** But, as I have already told you, the sergents | 
de ville were not the men to let themselves be | 
murdered easily.” | 

“ So there were several of you? How many?” 
I inquired. : 

“In all there were some sixty of us, and we 
were all shut up together, on one of the upper 
storeys of the prison, in the cells on each side of a 
long corridor. But the cell doors were unfastened. 
I thank the good God for that. For,that is how 
we were able to come together in the passage and 
save ourselves from being murdered. I thank 
the good God also that Piccard was our friend.” 

“ Who was Piccard ?”” 

“ He was the warder; and though he was a 
Communist, he was not a murderer.” 

‘“ He helped you, then ?”’ 

“ He did what he could.. He helped us because 
he knew that the sergents de ville were the men 
to help themselves.” 

“Tell me about it,” I urged, and my friend 
proceeded with his story. 

‘* The prison, you know, was in the part of the 
city that the Versaillais captured last, so that 
they could continue to work their devilries there 
until the end. You know what happened to the 
other hostages, and we knew it too. Looking 
out of our windows, we had seen how they were 
taken down into the courtyard, and we had also 
seen that they did not return. That would have 
been enough, even if Piccard had not told us 
how they had been butchered. We knew, too, 
that the brave Versaillais were fighting their

stories. And last of all they wanted to de 
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way quickly to us through the streets of Paris, 
and might arrive at any instant, and that the 
Communists, furious at defeat and sure. of 
punishment, would try to kill us all before they 
came. So our chance was a poor one, and but 
for Piccard we should not have known how to 
saye ourselves. Ah, yes, he was a brave man, 
this Piccard.” 

“ Tell me how it happened,” I urged again ; 
and the old man refilied his glass and drew his 
picture. 

“ They knew that the’ sergents de ville were 
not the men who would let themselves be 
butchered like a flock of skeep, so they tried to 
get us into their hands by treachery. Every- 
thing had been quict for a space, and we were 
waiting, wondering what was to happen next. 
Then, while we waited, the Communist leader, 
Ramain, rode through the open gate into the 
courtyard, with the rabble at his heels. There 
were other prisoners there—thieves and like male- 
factors who had been locked up for their crimes. 
The first thing that Ramain did was to set them 
free. We saw them coming out; we heard them 
cry, ‘ Vive la Commune!’ We heard the Com- 
munists answer, ‘Vivent les condamnés ! ”’ 

‘ Une politesse: en vaut une autre,” I inter- 
jected, and the ex-policeman smiled. 

** Just s0,” he said. ‘‘ They fraternised, they 
embraced each other, the Communists and the 
other thieves. And then Ramain sent Piccard 
to tell us that we, too, were free, and that we, 
too, were to come down at once into the 
courtyard.’’) 6). 

** And Piccard brought the message?” 

“ Oh, yes, he brought it; but when he had 
delivered it he laughed.. ‘ Those are the orders,’ 
he said, ‘ and if you obey them you’re a pack of 
fools.” ‘ What do you mean?’ we asked. ‘ What 
do I mean?’ he answered. ‘ Why, I mean that 
this is a trick to catch you unawares and shoot 
you. So don’t you go down, whatever they 
promise, but make haste and barricade your- 
selves where you are, and hoid out till the 
Versaillais come.’ ”’ 

“ Brave Piccard! 
do?” I asked. 

Taking a further long pull at the glass in front 
of him, my friend primed himeclf-to describe the 
scene. . 

“What did we do? What should we do 
except as Piccard told us, to build a barricade at 
the entrance of the long passage on which our 
cell doors opened? We made it of the pillows 
and mattresses taken from our beds, Piccard 
himself lending us a hand, and we built it as 
high as the ceiling. Then we broke the beds to 
pieces and armed ourselves, as best we could, 
with the iron bars ana the splintered pieces of | 
wood. Presently we heard a noise over our’ 
heads, and feared that the Communists - had 
found that means of getting at us. But no, it 
Was another batch of prisoners above, whom 
Piccard had also warned. They, too, were 
barricading themselves so that they might fight 
for their lives; and now they were tearing up 
the floor and knocking a hole through the 
plaister, so that we and they might speak 
together and encourage each other to be brave. 
They, too, were sergents de ville for the most 
part ; but there were also priests among them, 
and the priests were as brave as the rest. Seeing 
them, and expecting every moment to be called 
upon to die, we all knelt upon the floor, and the 
priests came close to the hole that they had

‘made, and as solemnly as though it were the 


hour of Mass in Notre Dame de Paris, gave us 
the benediction for the fight. And then the 
fight began.” 

‘*So there really was fighting, then, at your 
barricade?” 

‘Truly there was fighting, and the barricade 
of the sergents de ville was the stiffest to take 
of any that were built that week in Paris. They 
fired volleys into it, riddling the mattresses with 
their bullets, thrusting their bayonets into them, 
hurling their whole weight against them, so as 
to try and turn them over. But the barrier was 
too strong; nothing but artillery could have 
made a breach in it.” 

** And then?” 

‘Then someone cried, ‘Burn them out,’ and 
there was a pause while they scat to fetch 
petroleum. The oil was brought, and they 
splashed it over the mattresses, and set a light to 
them. But the wool would not burn. It only 
smoked and smouldered slowly, and though we

The Wreck of the “Channel Queen” off 
the Black Rocks, Guernsey, in the small hours of 
Tuesday morning, Feb. 1, was attended by mournful loss 
of life, but the disaster was brightened by special bravery 
on the part of two Guernsey buatmen, who exerted 
themselves most strenuously to save life. We print 
a photograph of the Channel Queen, taken by Mr. 
Thomas Jarvis in Salcombe Harbour, South Devon. 
Under the command of Captain Collings, the Channel 
Queen left Plymouth on the night of Monday week for 
Guernsey. She had on board a general cargo and forty- 
seven passengers, of whom forty-four were Frenchmen 
engaged in the onion trade, who were returning to their 
homes at St. Brieuc, where the Channel Queen in ordinary 
course would call after leaving Jersey, There were 
also on board one passenger for Guernsey and two 
for Jersey, one of the latter being Mr. Cowell, 
traveller for the Plymouth firm of James and Rosewall. 
A course was steered for St. Peter’s Port, but somehow (as 
the Daily News says) the vessel got out of her course, 
probably owing to the terrific drift of the tide at that part 
of the iron-bound coast; and in the early hours of the 
morning, when it was still pitch dark, the steamer ran on 
the dreaded Black Rocks, a mile or two north of Guernsey.

The Burning of the Little Crosby Light- 
house cn the Lancashire shore of the Mersey last week, 
and the subsequent destruction by fire of the lighthouse at 
Point Lepreaux, New Brunswick, have drawn: attention to 
the need of rendering these structures more secure against 
the ravages of fire than they appear to be at present. The 
fire at the Little Crosby Lighthouse on Wednesday night, 
Feb. 2, was unhappily attended with the loss of three lives, 
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NEW AND OLD LIGHTHOUSES, 


us owing to the rapidity with which the fire spread, it was 
impossible to rescue the inmates, who perished in the 
flames. These were the keeper, Robert Buckley, his wife, 
and another woman. Portions of their charred remains 
were discovered at the bottom of the tower, and also the 
remains of a dog belonging to the lighthouse keeper. This 
lighthouse was situated about sixteen miles from Liver- 
pool. It was 95 ft. high, and had five mirror lights, which 
were visible twelve miles out at sea. So far as can be 
judged the fire originated in the upper part of the building, 
and was possibly due to the wind blowing in the lantern, 
causing the lamp to explode, and so setting fire to the 
woodwork, The burning oil would then, of course, run to 
the floors beneath, igniting each in turn. As the lighthouse 
was situated on a range of sandhills, there was no water 
obtainable, and- before an entrance could be forced the 
flames had obtained such a mastery that, to use the expres- 
sion of an eye-witness, the place was like a blast furnace. 
A fire at a lighthouse is a rather unusual occurrence, but 
the second Eddystone, which was commenced in 1706 by 


Mr. Rudyerd, a mercer of London, fell a victim to the 
flames in 1755.

Both the plaintiff and Mr. Cleere 
denied that there had teen any familiarities whatever 
between them, and Mr. Cleere said that he was unaware that 
the plaintiff had been a disturbing cause between himself and 
his wife. He asked her to come and look after his house 
because of his wife’s habits.

His head 
was bandaged, both eyes were blackened, and 
his face severely bruised. Mr. Margetts, 
solicitor, defended the prisoner. 

Sergeant French, 36 H, deposed that shortly 
before eight o'clock on Saturday evening, 
when passing 115, Brick Lane, in company 
with Sergeant Darnall, he was told by two 
children, standing at the door there, that there 
was quarrelling upst irs. Witness, with the 
other sergeant, entered the pas:age, and then 
heard a revolver shot. The place was dark, 
and they procured a candle. By that time 
tree other shots had followed the first. On 
e ing up the flight of stairs at the top of the 
house they saw a man, whose name the witness 
gave as Theodore Karazewski, but it was 
daubtful if he did not mean that the prisoner 
was that man. He was standing, he said, 
over the body of a man, who was afterwards 
found to be Clement Kuczierowich, and who 
was dead. 

The Police {who deserve every credit for 
their promptitude and eourage) seized the 
man “Theodore,” and pushed him into a 
back room—a bed-room—on entering which 
they immediately saw the body of a woman, 
Olga Wysocka, dead on the floor. The body 
lay partly behind the door. A woman named 
Adele Kowalska was half lying on the bed, 
und beside her the prisoner seated himself. 
Mr. Corser made the remand till Monday next: 

At the inquest, Theodore Czereszewski, a 
bumboo-worker, deposed that Olga Wysocka 
was the wife of a man said to be staying at 
155, Davidson Street, Chicago.
